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TOURIST TRADE STANDS UP WELL 


Figures compiled by the Dominion 
bureau of statistics show that last year 
tourists—most of them from the United 
States, of course—spent $280,000,000 in 
Canada. Despite the crash in the stock 
markets, the slowing down of industry, 
the contraction of trade, and the creeping 
advance of unemployment, that was only 
$28,000,000 less than the figures for the 
“bumper” year which precedéd. 

Our neighbors are not all broke. It is 
estimated that forty per cent of them 
have not beewAiffetted by the depression 
to the point of having to curtail expenses, 
That forty per cent includes the wealthy 
and well-to-do classes from which the 
free-spending tourists come. The figures 
give promise that they will come again 
this year in large numbers; perhaps in 
larger numbers because business is slack 
at home and the time for a holiday can be 
better spared than when things are mov- 
ing rapidly. 

BRITAIN STEPPING OUT 

Right Hon, Arthur Henderson is moy- 
ing to bring the foreign ministers of 
France and Germany together at London 
to talk over the new tariff agreement be- 
tween Germany and Austria, which has 
set France and western Europe generally 
by the ears. 

If the conference is held, and if France 
is reassured, that will be important in it- 
seif, and perhaps still more important in 
preparing the way for other agreements 
of the kind and the gradual outworking 
of M. Briand’s scheme to take the hobbles 
off international trade all over the old 
continent. But if the conference is never 
held, or if it fails, the fact that the at- 
tempt is being made is encouragingly sig- 
nificant. 

The British Government has apparent- 
ly come to the conclusion that the League 
of Nations is not ‘2 monopoly, and that 
there is still room for old-fashioned diplo- 
macy in adjusting international differ- 
ences in the interests of trade and peace. 
This was made evident a few weeks ago 
when Mr. Henderson broke with the 
course of recent procedure and undertook 
to show France and Italy the realities of 
the situation they were creating by start- 
ing a naval construction race in the Medi- 
terranean, 

Having succeeded in that, if Britain 
can now function as the intermediary in 
establishing a new understanding between 
France and Germany, British prestige will 
stand higher on the continent of Europe 
than it has stood at any time since the 
great war ended, 


BAD NEWS FOR 'THE MARITIMES 


Premier Bennett, it is said, is making 
drastic efforts to cut down next year's 
expenditure to the amount of the revenue 
that is likely to be collected; going even 
to the unprecedented length of blue-pen- 
cilling the appropriations for wharves, 
breakwaters and dredging which the mari- 
time provinces look upon as their inherent 
and perpetual right. 

If economy is to be carried through in 
that ruthless fashion, inland points 
may surely abandon hopes of federal 
money being spent for post offices or 
other public works. Nothing but three 
years’ distance from a general election 
could so steel the heart of a Dominion goy- 
ernment to the pleas of the maritimers for 
harbor improvements, When these are 
denied all others may despair. 

Provided employment is plentiful in 
the maritimes the retrenchment is good 
business, and ought to be good politics-— 
which it isn’t. Otherwise it is a penny- 
wise and pound-foolish policy, for if men 
are to be idle there this summer the Gov- 
ernment will have to hand out money next 
winter to save them from hunger. And it 
is better that men should earn money 
building breakwaters, even if the need of 
the breakwaters is doubtful, than that 
they should be given hand-outs for doing 
nothing at all. 

“Balancing the budget” by cutting out 
unnecessary expenditures is the course of 
wisdom in good times. But balancing a 
budget by throwing men out of employ- 
ment into a bread line is carrying theory 
to the point of absurdity; and it is a long, 
long way out of alignment with the pro- 
mises upon which the present Government 
attained power.

WHEN TAXPAYERS REVOLT 


pardon Canadians for taking a neighborly 
interest in the turn in their municipal af- 
fairs that is symbolized by the defeat of 
Mayor Thompson. 

Mr. Thompson himself made this inter- 
est inevitable when a couple of years ago 
he disclosed certain hallucinations with re- 
gard to King George which went a good 
way to relieve the dullness of life on both 
sides of the border; and which, incident- 
ally, aroused a wide and somewhat freely 
expressed curiosity as to what manner of 
men and women it might be who composed 
the electorate of that great city. 

The downfall of Mr. Thompson marks 
the end of an era in Chicago. Whether or 
not better city administration follows, 
there is no room for doubt that is what 
the voters called for, and they called in no 
half-hearted or mistakeable tones. What 
evidently happened is that the taxpayers 
got tired of being robbed on the one hand 
by racketeers and on the other by graft- 
ers. And perhaps tired also of being rep- 
resented by a mayor who found his most 
appropriate and helpful platform mate to 
be a donkey. 

The eruption on Tuesday gives a jolt 
to the notion that a great city is helpless 
to free itself from the grip of organized 
crime. That notion has been gaining cur- 
rency for a decade, with Chicago held up 
always as the exhibit that proved the 
point, Chicago voters on Tuesday wreck- 
ed this defeatist theory and demonstrated 
that the residents of a large community, 
no less than those of a small one, can as- 
sert their right to self-government and to 
the protection of civil rights when they 
care to exert their power. That demons- 
tration will make for more wholesome 
at government on both sides of the bor- 
der.

I probably receive as many letters 
from thin folks who wish to be fat as 
from fat folks who wish to become 
thin; It is often possible to accom- 
Plish these desired results to a cer- 
tain extent, but the tendency to eith- 
er a thin or solid build is usually a 
characteristic which 1s inherent in 
the body's structure and can only be 
modified within limited digrees with- 
oW injuring the health, This be- 
comes very apparent in examining 
thin folks and fat folks under the x- | 
ray, 

In the heavy type we find a stocky 
individual; his chest is wide but the) 
lungs are small, being largely in the 
upper portion, His stomach is high 
up in the abdomen above the umbill-| 
cus and it hangs with the outlet of the 
stomach at the lower portion, Be- 
cause of the small lungs the heavy 
person does not burn much oxygen, | 
and consequently the food he eats 
tends to accumulate as fat, He is es- 
pecially likely to have diseases of the 
hlood vessels and arterial hardening 
and kidney trouble. He very rarely 
has any stomach disorder and conse- 
quently usually eats too much. He 
seldom its troubled with constipation 
although he is in danger of developing 
diabetes, | 

The thin person, ‘on the other 
hand, has long lungs and a narrow) 
chest. His stomach sags down in the 
abdomen with the outlet high up so 
that it is difficult for food to empty 
out of the stomach, Because of the 
long lungs he usuelly does not breathe 
deep enough to entirely aerate the 
lungs, so that he has a tendency to-! 
ward tuberculosis, The stomach hang- 
ing down se low retains food for a 
longer time than with the stocky per- 
son, and for this reason the thin one| 
is usually very careful about his food 
Furthermore the thin one is troubled | 
with constipation and flatulence, but! 
he very rarely is troubled with diseases

High Blood Pressure 

Question; M,. M, M, writes: “I am 
53 years old and weigh 125 pounds 
and have high blood pressure, Please 
tell me what kind of a diet I can go 
on to help this trouble without Jos- 
ing any welght?” 

Answer: I do not know of a dict 
you can take to reduce blood pressure 
which will not also temporarily reduce 
your weight, It is necessary to elim- 
inate all carbotiydrate foods for some 
time, and this will probably. make 
you lose from 5 to 10 pounds, You will 
be far better off at 115 pounds with- 
out high blood pressure than at 125 
pounds with high blood pressure and 
the danger of apoplexy or paralysis. 


Dried Beef 

Question; H, FP. asks: “Is dried 
beef a wholesome food to use when 
fresh meat is not available?” 

Answer: Yes, dried beef is a good 
food if prepared properly, It should 
be boiled in two er more waters, and 
seasoned only with a little butter as 
eaten. Never combine it with white 
sauce, which is the customary way of 
spoiling it as a wholesome food, 


St. Vitus’ Dance 
Question; M. K. writes; “I am 21 
years’ old and have had St, Vitus’ 
dance for ten years. Is there any- 


thing I can do at this stage?” 

Answer; You should take a fruit 
fast for at least ten days, followed by
